WnONG APPROACH 
There la a perfect climax to the incredible 
"Voice of America" .'itory lliat .■;ecms to have 
been overlooked. The invest IgntliiB con- 
gress were so lncen.'icd by what they culled 
the "drivel, slander and laL^cliood" of some 
SpanlEh-langiingc broarica.^ffl to Latin Ameri- 
ca that they paid Utile attention to tlih point 
brought out In the testimony. There wa.! no 
evidence of U.-itener reaction In Latin Amer- 
ica. 

Congre.^^ appropriated million,'; for thc.ic 
broadcasts and apparently lorRot them. The 
.state department farmed .■iomo of them out 
to private networks, a.T conRrcn-i ordered, and 
llicn cither forRot llicm or wa.-^ so under- 
staffed that it couldn't check them. 

And then Latin America forgot to listen. 
At lea.st, no friend of the YanquL-i arc^e to 
protMt the Jilailder on the fair names of 
Now England, Nevada, Te.xii;i and the rest. 
Nobody seemed to chuckle over thl.i cmbar- 
ra.';,ilng example of self-criticism. 

It was bad enouRli for these broadca.st.*; to 
go out — thoHgh not as bad as some allrontcd 
congressmen think. 

But It wa.s far worse to learn thftt all this 
elaborate expenditure of money and effort 
.■^oems to have Just gone bouncing off into 
iipace. and that was the end of it. 

From now on the "Voice of America" 
scripts — a.s.suming that the "Voice" survives 
—will prob:ibIy be checked and doubled- 
checked. We may assume that there will be 
no more broadcn.st catalnps of our .state's 
Imperfcctlon.s. But all the checking will 
not guarantee any listeners. 

A 51.000,000,000 appropriation would not 
put radios In the homes of all the millions 
of Latin Americans who haven't even money 
enough for proper food and clothing. It 
would not force the few who have radios to 
listen to the shortwave "Voice" In preference 
to domestic programs. In Europe and Asia, 
It would not convert many among the mll- 
Uoii-sof Ru.s.slanfi who have been tauRht from 
childhood to believe only what Ihn state 
wanLs then to believe— or suffer the dire 
consequences. 

Telling the story ot free America to the 
World by radio was a wonderful idea. It was 
E high-minded notion to sing our .songs to 
people in far-off lands, and give them re- 
views of our new books, and .sketch for them 
the varied pictures of our dally life. 

So a lot of people were set to work to carry 
out the idea. 

It will be a great day when the natlonallsUc 
boundaries of countless human minds are 
erased, and people understand better tlie 
lives and problems and thought-s of their 
fellows In other lands. But there are some 
more Immediate problems that have to be 
solved before that day arrives. 

Most of these problems hinge on peaceable 
agreement among the people who make the 
policies of world govcmmenLs nnd shape the 
destines of nations. We doubt that most of 
those people really care whether Texas was 
founded In sin or conceived in holy political 
wedlock. 

So perhaps congress could appropriate our 
money to better advantage than on these 
Iree-wheellng cultural productions. And 
perhaps the state department might do bet- 
ter, for the time being, if It took a more di- 
rect and concrete approach toward the crea- 
tion of worldwide good will for America.
